Although there have been many changes at Sydney City — new coach, new ground, new 
promotions officer — the thing that remains the same is the undoubted quality of their 
football. Under new coach Eddie Thomson they will undoubtedly pose the maximum threat. 


In the short history of Newcastle KB United 
our greatest home defeat was suffered at the 
hands of the “Slickers”. That was in our first 
P.S.L. match. We have still yet to take a point 
from the club in four league games. 

Unlike many football sides the “Slickers” 
tend to play better away from home. They lost 
six home matches last season but only two on 
foreign territory. That was last season of 
course. What we have here is a 1980 league 
fixture. And the club has a‘new’ ground inE. 8S. 
Marks Field, the refurbished athletics venue 
with a renovated playing field and an improved 
grandstand. It is not the first time that Sydney 
City has used it as a home ground but they have 
been off it for a few seasons and no doubt they 
are thrilled to be back because it has been the 
scene of many triumphs for them. 

Eddie Thomson is the new coach, replacing 
Gerry Chaldi who moved to West Adelaide 
between seasons. Eddie is expected to continue 
playing and thus he will be the sole 
player/ coach of the Philips Soccer League of 
Australia in 1980. That places a certain burden 
of proof on him. Experienced observers tend to 
be cynical about his prospects of doing what he 
has set out to do. 

Aside from one particularly important goal 
getter Sydney City has made only minor 
acquisitions to its playing strength in the off 
season. The Spanos brothers, John and Chris, 
and Brett Woods have been signed in the lay- 
off period. John is a veteran of the youth 
campaigns of the past eighteen months. He can 
play anywhere from the backline to midfield. 
He is a fine youngster, another product of the 
golden west like Gary Marocchi and Arno 
Bertogna. By signing John and his brother and 
Brett Woods Sydney City has signified its 
intention to match the policies of Marconi 
which is chock-full of Australian youngsters. 
That policy has proved so successful out 
Fairfield way and there is every teason to 
expect that Sydney City will get big dividends 
from its signings for the 1980 season.

FROM THE PAST... . 


THE FIRST MATCH 


By Jack Mathews 


With Newcastle KB United ready for its first home match in what, hopefully, may well be 
its best season, a search through Soccer’s history in the North tells us that the first match in 
the first Soccer competition in Newcastle was played in May, 1886. 
t That match, 94 years ago, was between Minmi Rangers, the first club formed in the 
North, and the second to come into being, Hamilton Athletic. It was played at Minmi and 
watched by a crowd deemed to be highly satisfactory and was estimated at 900. 


— It was won by the Rangers, three goals to one, the scorers being James-Curran (two) and

ae The teams met in a return match at Hamilton a fortnight later, with Minmi Rangers again 
winning, two goals to nil. 
Minmi Rangers and Hamilton Athletic entered the State Cup competition in 1886 and, 
x despite their pleas to be given matches against Sydney sides in the first round, were drawn to 


meet at Hamilton. 

Hamilton Athletic prepared for this all-important cup-tie by sending its team to Sydney 
for two matches. The team drew, two-all, with Pyrmont but had a severe setback when, inthe 
second match, it was defeated, six-one, by Caledonian. 

A crowd of almost 2000 watched the Rangers and Athletic clash in the Cup match. 

The score was one-all with five minutes left for play but then James Curran put Rangers 
in front with a fine solo effort of the type that so often marked his skilful play. A minute later, 
and with Rangers’ goalkeeper, John Winning, knocked out, Stevenson crashed a drive 
against the cross-bar. 

. It was a notable victory for Rangers and the exciting match did much to add to the 
popularity of the code in the region. 

Minmi Rangers went on to reach the semi-final round in which it was defeated, two-nill, 
by Granville, the one club of the originals of 1886 remaining today. But there was some 
excuse for the defeat. The train journey from Newcastle was trying and tiring because of 
frequent delays, so protracted that the players reached the ground only 15 minutes before the

Death of one of game’s greats 


William R. (‘Dixie’) Dean, 
arguably the best centre-forward of his era — 
perhaps of all time — and undoubtedly the most effective, 
suffered a severe heart attack and died 
while watching a recent English First Division match 
between his old team, Everton, and neighbouring Liverpool 
at Goodison Park, Everton’s home ground. 


Everton was defeated, two-one, so suffering two great losses at the one time. 


‘Dixie’ Dean was noted as being one of the most spectacular attackers the game has 
known and also for the power and accuracy with which he could head a ball. 


He first played for Tranmere Rovers when 15 and joined Everton in 1925. Between 1924 
and 1939 he scored 379 goals in 437 matches — 310 of them in First Division play. No fewer 
than 349 of the goals were scored for Everton, including 60 in 29 matches in the 1927-28 
season. He also scored 18 times in 16 full international fixtures. 


His goal tally for club and country would almost certainly have been much greater but for 
a long succession of injuries which led to many operations and an absence from more than 
100 matches. 


He fractured his skull in a motoring accident not long after joining Everton from 
Tranmere Rovers in his native Birkenhead for a transfer fee of £3000 but survived to become 
a legend, not only for his great ability but also for his outstanding personality. 


Dean set many records during his fruitful career. One that stands out was his leading 
Everton to a remarkable treble success — the Second Division championship in 1931, the 
First Division title in 1931 and the FA Cup in 1933. 


He had a brief spell with Notts County after leaving Everton when only 32 and played 
briefly in Ireland before retiring to take over a hotel at Chester at the outbreak of World 
War II. 


In 1964, Everton arranged a testimonial match for him as a somewhat belated 
recognition of his deeds for the club. More than 38,000 attended the match, played almost 25 
years after he had ended his remarkable career — surely proof positive of his great 
reputation. 

‘Dixie’ Dean was obviously a rare player who makes comparisons almost idle and who 
lives on as a unique personality of the great game.

Frank scored three hundred and 
nine goals in his first class career and Ken was no 
slouch as a winger. Good forwards are hard to 
come by:— ~- 
Let’s get one thing straight for a start: 
Each man in a team plays his part. 
The game at the back 
Can be played by a hack 
But forward play — it’s, Leichh, ardt. 


The World is a Round Ball 
IRELAND 

Soccer in Ireland is tied up with a song written by 
an English soccer player. In the early days of the 
game matches were played on cow pastures 
outside London and the players used to change in 
the dairy. Everyone complained about the foul 
air. The cow manure smelt so bad the players 
wrote a ditty which started with these words; “Oh, 


Dairy Boy, the stink is quite appalling”. He gave 
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the song the title — “London Dairy Air”. 


The tune was quite catchy and soon the Irish 
were singing their version, an appeal to a retired 
soccer player to return to the game. He was known 
affectionately as Danny Boy. “But come ye back 
when summer’s in the meadow,” they sang. Not 
the best time for a comeback but you must 
remember this is Ireland. They promised him they 
would turn up for every game — “ ’Tis I'll be there 
in sunshine or in shadow”. But it was no use. 

The Irish sides were full of players with names 
like O’Leary, O'Reilly, O’Brien, O’Flaherty, 
O’Sullivan and O’Rourke so the referees found it 
hard to sort out dissent. Cries of “O Rubbish”, 
“O Garbage”, “O Cobblers” and “O Bull”, and 
worse, sounded so much like the names of players 
the refs got confused. In the end they booked 
every player who opened his mouth. Danny Boy 
suffered worst at the hands of two particular 
referees — a fat one called O’Besity and a thin one 
called O’Mega. 

It got so bad that Danny and a few others 
retired. Some of the best players joined O’Arsenal 
in London while others migrated to overseas Irish 
clubs like O’Tago (N.Z.), O’Saka (Japan), O’Hio 
(U.S.) and O’Lympic (Sydney). 

Although Danny Boy never made acomeback 
the “London Dairy Air” has made lots. It is now 
known as the “Londonderry Air” and is an 
essential part of the repertoire of every Irishman. 


SO HO 

The local clergyman had just taken a seat on the 
board and had special permission to sit on the 
bench during the match. The side lost 0-6, its first 
defeat in seven matches. After the match the 
manager said to the chairman, That's the last 
Siesrsers/ LUMOGRE casussvsase sits on the... bench.

PERSONALITY 
Half of a Referee’s Battle 


Capable people aplenty have, over the years, 
and in many countries, dealt with the vexed 
question and many sides of the 
jurisprudence and mechanics of refereeing a 
Soccer match. There are similar 
murmurings being heard overseas again. 

From these debates and discussions we 
are informed, by one faction, that the 
greatest lawbreaker in the game can be held 
firmly in check if referees possess the moral 
courage to merely apply existing rules. 

On the other hand, strident advocates of 
change declare it to be inevitable that the 
most competent official will frequently, and 
unjustly, award goals unless there are two 
referees, elevated control towers, so on and 
so forth. ; 

It is, always has been and always will be, 
a subject for interesting discussion but 
inevitably inconclusive. A majority seems 
inclined to the belief that it is better to let 
well alone and to preserve us from a 
multiplicity of football officials but, while 
arguing in that way, agree that there isroom 
for improvement. 

In short, they suggest that nothing is 
wrong with refereeing — except the referees! 

But that is to ignore, almost completely, 
the simple and telling fact that the credit for 
the purification of the game belongs almost 
completely to the referees. 

Comparisons with the past suggest that 
moder refereeing is something of a 
sheltered occupation. Those old enough to 
recall the ‘good old days’ will almost 
certainly agree that, compared with modern 
standards, they were the ‘bad old days’ in the 
game. 

They will recall shoulder charges fit to 
‘split an oak were given and taken. Fisticuffs 
could be counted on as certain. The 

_ somewhat furtive art of tripping flourished 
as close dribbling became fashionable. 

Goalkeepers were moving targets, 
protected only by keen and clear vision, swift 
feet, hefty shoulders and an ability to deliver 
a neatly camouflaged uppercut 
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simultaneously with an allowable punch at 
the ball. 

Referees who, in those long ago days, 
had to handle players and crowds were 
more, much more, than football officials; 
they were, indeed, social reformers purifying 
public behaviour. It was they who tamed the 
recalcitrant players, who rewarded brain 
and dismissed mere brawn. It was they who 
encouraged, and guarded, sheer skill and 
punished slather-and-whack. 

The regrettable feature of it all is that 
while, no doubt, appreciating the change 
from those days, the average spectator has 
not an inkling of the trouble taken to train 
referees. Mr. Average Enthusiast would 
most certainly be surprised, even astonished, 
at the thoroughness given to the task. 

One thing is certain. The referee for 
today’s match, and for those in the season 
before us, knows the rule book from cover to 
cover. Do the 22 players and the spectators? 
One doubts it. 

Still, it must not be forgotten that 
organise, teach, examine and test as one 
might, the human factor is always there to let 
one down. It is the one factor that the 
rigorous training of our referees cannot in 
any way contro] — and the factor that must 
be pondered when, and if, a referee does err. 

From what one has witnessed in recent 
seasons there is little at which to cavil. The 
referees, in the majority, have done their 
jobs well. Many have gained full marks for 
quick action at the first sign of the untoward 
on the field — a sign that he, the referee, was 
in control of affairs, that matters would 
remain that way and that any form of 
‘hanky-panky’ would not be tolerated. Such 
firmness: is a mark of personality — and 
personality is more than half a referee’s 
battle. It is a state of mind ready to handle 
crises, major or minor. 

The lighter, quieter touch is perhaps 
more suited to the breathless hustle and 
bustle of today. Provided it is allied to 
confident mastery it will produce the 
personality that makes one referee stand out 
above his fellows.
